arising as a result of such nationalization has been continuously owned

thereafter in whole or i~ part by a national of the United States to the

date of filing claim wit/b i_be C~:~>.~i.ssion.

Tropical Gas Co., a corporation organized under the laws of the

Republic of Panama which does not qualify as ~ national of the United

States, filed Claim No. ClJ-3018 and 9etitioned the Commission to be allowed

to ~et as agent for its consenting United States national stockholders.

This petition was granted by ti~e Commission°

The submissions of Tropical Gas Coo, Inc. :included a list of 886

stockholders who so consented at a meeting of April 27, 1967. Claims for

such stockholders were opened on that basis°

The Company certified as of September 6, 1968 the names of certain of

those stockholders who owned stock on the date of !oss and to at least the

date~f filing of its claim on May I, 1967.



However, counsel~s letter of later dat~, December 16, 1968 discloses

that the Company was unable to certify that the claimant herein owned

stock on the date of loss and to st least May I, 1967o

Since it has not been established that the ~laimant herein owned

interests in property which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise

~aken by the Government of Cuba on the date of loss~ the Co~nission finds

that this claim is not within the purview of Tit:le V of the Act. Accordingly,

it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is here~ dismissed.
